Remarkable Experiments Reported by Dr. 

8. H. Eminent*. 

Almost every day brings forth some 
new developments of tho properties and 
peculiarities uf X rays. Hitherto it inis 
! been maintained that tho new radiance 
j could be obtained only tbrongli the 
1 medium of vacuum tubes. Now, how¬ 
ever, Dr. Stephen H. Emmens, a well 
I known scientist, announces that he lias 
I succeeded in obtaining tho X rays with 
tho aid only of the sunlight, and with¬ 
out the use of Crookes tubes and induc¬ 
tion coils. 

Dr. Emmens for some time, at liis 
home in California, lias been conducting 
! a series of interesting and unique ex¬ 
periments, with the result that l:o is 
convinced that the X rays aro uot only 
to bo found iu sunbeams, but in various 
other kinds of light. 

Dr. Emmens, who is the inventor of 
the powerful explosive known as em- 
meusito, which was adopted by the 
United Stales government, has been as¬ 
sisted in his operations by his son, New¬ 
ton W. Emmens.—New York Tribune.

A MIDNIGHT DREAM. 

BROTHER AND SISTER REUNITED IN 
A STRANGE MANNER. 

Meet After Half a Century—Stlllwarner 
Prayed For Divine Help—Hi. Sister*. 
Residence Revealed to Him In a Vision. 
Story I. Vouched For. 

Jacob Stillwaguor, au aged resident 
of Boydtown, a small village three 
miles east of Sliamokin, Pa., has just 
returned from Stetsonville, Wis., and 
tells a remarkable story of how he and 
one of his long lost sisters were reunited 
through the medium of his prayers and 
dreams. Ho claims that he was born in 
Iowa 65 years ago, where he lived, to¬ 
gether with his parents, a sister and two 
brothers, until he arrived at the age of 7 
years, when both of his parents died 
suddenly, leaving the four small chil- 
dreu without any means of support. 

Kind neighbors provided for tho lit¬ 
tle ones until permanent homes could be 
found for them, hut within a year of 
thoir great bereavement they were scat¬ 
tered far apart and soon lost all trace 
of each other. Mr. Stillwagner says 
that his adopted parents driftod east¬ 
ward, and just as he arrived at the age 
of manhoud ho located at Boydtown, 
where he has since resided. 

He made frequent attempts to find 
some trace of his brothers and sister as 
tho years passed by, but it was uot un¬ 
til early last fall that he met with any 
success iu this direction. Theu while 
walking across the mountain from 
Boydtown to Shamokiu ho was seized 
with an overwhelming desire to find his 
long lost relatives, anil kneeling ou the 
fallen autumn leaves earnestly prayed 
God to direct his steps toward liis broth¬ 
ers or sister, and allow them to be re¬ 
united before being called to their 
eternal home. 

The desire to find his loved ones be¬ 
came the sole object of Stillwaguer’s re¬ 
maining days, and about threo weeks 
after his prayer iu the forest ho dreamed 
that he was at Stetsonville, Wis.. where 
he found his sister, from whom ho had 
heard no tidings for more than half a 
century. He distinctly saw tho interior 
of her homo aud had her features aud 
the external surroundings of her house 
indelibly stamped upon his brain. 

When he related this dream to his 
friends, they laughed and tried to con¬ 
vince the old gentleman that it was 
merely the result of his continual think¬ 
ing aud talking ou the subject that was 
absorbing all of his time and attention. 
He could not be discouraged, however, 
aud resolved to investigate ou the lines 
laid ont iu liis dream. 

Tho nnmo of his sister, the most im¬ 
portant clew, had not been revealed to 
him iu liis midnight vision, but he com¬ 
municated with the postmaster of the 
little Wisconsin village, describing the 
house aud inmates he had seen, and 
closed by usking whether such a habita¬ 
tion and family really existed there. 
Several weeks passed before he received 
a reply, but the auxiously looked for 
letter gave tho history of the woman oc¬ 
cupying the home he described, and con¬ 
vinced Stilhvagner that it really was liis 
sister. 

So confident was he on this point that 
he left for Wisconsin, and upon his re¬ 
turn east ho startled liis friends by an¬ 
nouncing that the woman he dreamed of 
was none other than his missing sister, 
who is now surrounded by a happy fam¬ 
ily. Mr. Stilhvaguer adds that since his 
return east he visited Philadelphia, 
where he found acquaintances of the 
family that had adopted liis sister now 
residing in Wisconsin, who verified her 
story aud completely established her 
identity. i 

His remarkable story is vouched for 
by the Methodist minister of whoso 
church he is a member, aud tho aged 
dreamer is now earnestly imploring God 
to give him traces of liis two missing 
brothers.—Philadelphia Press.

AN EPILEPSY SPECIFIC. 

Said to Have Ilf*on Discovered by an Asy¬ 
lum Superintendent. 

Superintendent Rogers of the North¬ 
ern Indiana Hospital For the Insane be¬ 
gan several months ago the use of a 
preparation made from the thyroid 
glunds of sheep for the use of epilepsy 
aud catalepsy. The experiments have 
been so satisfactory that he is preparing 
to give tlio matter publicity through 
The Medical Journal. 

Two cases, he says, have been re¬ 
markable iu their results. One was that 
of a patient who had lain iu a trance j 
for three years, sleeping soundly at I 
night, but lying all day with his eyes 
half open, evidently iu an unconscious J 
state. Another was an epileptic who 
line! no power of locomotion, but could 
stand in any position placed for hours j 
at a time. The epileptic was entirely 
cured, aud the trance patient is so far j 
restored that he sits up aud talks ration- ! 
ally. 

On one occasion during the treatment 
of these patients tlio medicine gave out | 
anil the patients grew worse, but they 
recoveri'd readily the lost ground when 
the treatment was resumed.—New York 
World. _

“Syndicate” Wilson says ho is a rep¬ 
resentative of a kingdom that wants 
emigrants freim earth and offers induce¬ 
ments that cannot be duplicated—an ev¬ 
erlasting life, freedom from all pain aud 
sorrow, eternal joy, a homo iu para¬ 
dise. “Form a syndicate to secure an 
everlasting home iu God’s heaven !” is 
his chief plea. 

Probably such scenes were never wit¬ 
nessed before. This unique religious 
parade will, it is believed, destroy the

At a meeting of Confederate veterans 
in Washington the other evening steps 
were taken toward securing tho locution 
of the Confederate Battle abbey at the 
national capital. 

Tho proposed battle abbey will bo on 
a colossal scale anil will in all probabil¬ 
ity involve an expenditure of $750,000 
or more. It is tlio wish of the Confed¬ 
erate Veterans' association to secure its 
location iu Washington, not only as a 
southern memorial building, but as one 
of national importance and an especially 
attractive and ornamental feature of the 
city. The work of promoting tho en¬ 
deavor will bo ably assisted by the La¬ 
dies' Southern Relief society.

A committee, composed 
of one member from each state and one

UNEXPLORED AMERICA. 

Tut Tracts of Northwestern Territory 
Still Awaiting tho Discoverer. 

Of Ontario's area, estimated at 200,- 
000 square miles, 100,000 square miles 
are in an unknown region, oDly the 
edges of which have been explored. This 
is the territory known as the Hinterland 
; of Ontario. It lies between Lakes Huron 
and Superior to the south and the Albany 
river and James bay to the north. In 
this vast area is the Height of Land, j 
which separates waters flowing to Hud- j 
son bay from the streams emptying into i 
tho St. Lawrence and the lakes. North j 
of the Height is what is called the Hud¬ 
son hay slope, consisting of about 80,000 
square miles.

The Height of Land is not a ridge of 
bills, but is a level plateau some 1,200 
er 1,300 feet above the sea. "The sccd- 
ery,” says a surveyor’s report, “though 
diversified by hundreds of rivers and 
streams, thousands of lakes and innu¬ 
merable crags and hills of rock, is certain¬

THEIR FIRST BOAT RACE. 

It la Seventy Years Since Oxford and 

Cambridge Tried Conclusions.
